“I am glad to tell you that the 
Navy Department has selected two 
destroyers to be paid for by the 
excess Sum raised in Atlanta and 
these two destroyers will be named 
for Sergeant Clyde Thomason and

The two heroes to be honored by 
having the ships named for them 
both were killed in early stages of 
their country’s war against the 
Nazis and the Japs.

The blaze was the second to 
strike a chemical plant in Atlanta 
within a week, a serious fire last 
Friday afternoon raging through 
a drug-filled basement of a build- 
ing at Spring street and Baltimore 
place occupied by E. R. Squibb & 
Sons, chemists, and the Withers 
Gem & Mining Corporation. 

Units of six fire-fighting com- 
panies in the city and in Fulton 
county, including many trucks, re- 
sponded to the Atlanta Chemical 


The blaze was reported to have | 


started with a rush that went 
through the entire building, sit- 
uated on the right-of-way of the 
L. & N. railroad. Flames that shot 
high into the air were fanned by a 
moderate wind.

“Gave Up His Life.” 

The citation said that while 
leading the advance element of 
the assault, Sergeant Thomason 
“dauntlessly walked up to a house 
which concealed an enemy .apa- 
nese sniper, forced in the door and 
shot the man before he could 
resist. 

“Later in action, while leading 
an assault on an enemy position, 
Sergeant Thomason gallantly 
gave up his life for his country.” 

Sergeant Thomason, a big fel- 
low, six-feet, four inches tall and 
weighing 190 pounds, was known 
by his friends as “Tommy.” 
Friends satd that he did not go 
into battle against the Japs with 
his eyes closed. He knew what 
to expect, because he served with 
the Marines in China before

London had its first night alert 
since March 8 with some planes 
reported over the far outlying sub. 
urbs, and some slight, scattered 
gunfire, but there were neither re- 
ports of bombs nor casualties.

And he would die with the condemnation of 
every one of his fellows as a cloud upon his 
name. 

It is equally true that the worker at home 
in any essential war jobisa betrayer, a desert- 
er when he leaves his post for any reason what- 
soever. If he is absent from the place where 
he should be making shells for one hour, he 
has betrayed his nation and the fighting men 
who depend upon him, because the shells he 
did not make in that hour are irretrievably lost. 

Whether it be because of individual absen- 
teeism or because of organized strikes, whether 
it be by walkouts or lockouts, any cessation of 
work is desertion of duty in time of war. 
It matters not whether the striker’s action be 
justifiable on economic grounds or because of 
undesirable working conditions, he still deserts 
his post of duty when he leaves his job 

The man facing the enemy, under enemy 
bombings. lying in some wet foxhole, is not 
fichting under desirable conditions. We all 
would do whatever possible to improve those 
conditions for him. Just as we would do all 
possible to improve undesirable conditions in 
some war factory over here. Industrial man- 
agement is not blameless. Management has, 
in many instances, been unfair in its treatment 
of workers, employes, in the war factories. 
Some workers are, admittedly, not receiving 
the wage their labor justly entitles them. Some 
are hard put to meet the advanced cost of 
living on their present wages. 

Yet, granting all these truths, the simple, 
irrefutable fact remains that any worker who 
could be engaged in essential occupation for 
war, whether in the spearhead of the arm-

Representative Tarver, of Georgia, chair- 
man of the House Agriculture Appropriation 
Subcommittee, is quoted in Washington dis- 
patches as favoring abandonment of all crop 
quotas for this year.

By RALPH McGILL. 


SECOND ADD—WILLKIE After having done two columns 
on Mr. Wendell Willkie and his 


book, “One World,” I have learned something. It is this—if Mr. 
Willkie or anyone else is to write any comment which is in the 
slightest favorable to postwar co-operation with Russia, one must 
expect some confusion. 

Mr. Willkie wrote that his visit to Russia caused him to believe 
that the Soviet system works, that it has sur- 
vival value, and that we should work with 
Russia after the war. 

The words are simple and plain, yet oddly 
some persons called and wrote and wanted to 
know if Mr. Willkie had gone Communistic: if 
his trip had been “paid for” by the Russians 
to get the favorable publicity; and also if it 
were not true that Mr. Willkie was wrong in 
saying that the system would work in this 
country. 

Mr. Willkie did not say it would work tin 
this country. He said it was working in Russia, 
He was careful to say he preferred the demo- 
cratic, capitalistic, non-totalitarian form of 
government. 

In my own comment on Mr. Willkie’s book 
I did nothing but quote from Mr. Willkie and 
add that constructive comment from a former 
utility president, a well-known capitalist, and 

a corporation lawyer was healthy for the nation’s thinking. I had 
taken the utmost care to say that I assuredly favored a capitalistic 
system, and that I abhorred any totalitarian form. Yet, it still is 
not possible to speak well of Russfa without being misunderstood, 
no matter how plainly and boldly one states a position. 

I think I have said here not 


NO FEAR OF COMMUNISM 
less than a hundred times in 


the span of a good many years of writing, that there is no danger 
of this country going Communistic. It shows some Fascist tendencies, 
but none Communistic. 

Mr. Willkie makes it plain enough what he saw. It was a paradox. 

He shw a stretch-out, 66-hour week, piece-work. system in labor 
which, he said, would satisfy the most unsocial industrialist in this 
country. 

He saw capital treated in a manner which would satisfy the 
most ardent Socialist. 

He explained that Soviet officials admit the reason for their 
piece-work, stretch-out of labor. It is because their education and 
training of skilled workers has not advanced as far as ours and 
because their machines and tools are not always as plentiful or as 
good. The Russians do not regard the piece-work system, which 
is the stretch-out system, so roundly condemned and opposed itn this 
country, as ideal. They have to do it to produce. And that pro- 
duction still is not adequate. 

He found, to his surprise, that there 
and opportunities for advancement. 

[I had thought this had been made clear long ago. Certainly 
Maurice Hindus and former Ambassador Joseph Davies were saying 
before the war began that Russia had done those things. It had 
been rather well established, before Mr. Willkie went to Russia, that 
Russia had lost much of the Communism of Lenin and Trotsky. and 
had moved toward the status of a Socialist state. 

It is not too much to say that Russia will attain a Socialist 
status entirely devoid of Communism, as it is now largely devoid 
of Communism, and move toward a capitalistic state. 

The point everyone has been trying to make is that the Soviet 
system works—in Russia. It has survival value. . That much is 
plain. Also, it seems to me, it is plain that Rusia is going to be 
a part of the postwar world whether we wish it or not. Mr. Willkie 
joins others in saying we must work with her. 

Meanwhile, it is an excellent thing for this country that two 
of our better-known corporation figures, Wendell Willkie and 
Joseph Davies, should have come home with an appreciation and 
an analysis of Soviet Russia which enables this country to accept 
it because they are who they are. No one else could have done 
it. You can’t laugh off Wendell Willkie or Davies. 

Neither of these men can be called, by the critics of the admine 
istration, “screw-ball professors” or “crackpot economists.”

book with such enthusiasm was because it came at a time when 
the old-line Republicans were trying to organize to turn back the 
clack, 

There was a great deal cf criticism of Mr. Roosevelt's statement 
some years ago that we could not go back to the horse-and-buggy 

Well, we can't. He was right. 
Willkie is saying to his party—and to that element in the Demo- 
cratic party which is willing to destroy the party if at the same 
time it can destroy Roosevelt—that the nation cannot go backward. 
Some of these people attempt to use Communism as a “bogey.” 

Willkie wrote: “Many among the democracies fear and mistrust 
Soviet Russia. They dread the inroads of an economic order that 
would be destructive of their own. Such fear is weakness. Russia 
Is neither going to eat us nor seduce us. That is—and this is some- 
thing for us to think about—that is, unless our democratic insti- 
tutions and our free economy become so frail through abuse and 
failure in practice as to make us soft and vulnerable. The best 
answer to Communism is a living, vibrant, fearless democracy— 
economic, social and political. All we need to do is to stand by 
and perform according to our professed ideals. Then those ideals 
will be safe.” 

That statement, coming the day after the celebration of Thomas 
Jefferson’s birthday, appears the more significant. 

All of us—Democrats and Republicans—have an obligation to 
see to it that neither party nominates a man who would try to 
turn us back.

When Oliver Wendell Holmes, late justice of the supreme court, 
was a bov and a private in the Union army, his portion of the 
battlefront-was visited by President Lincoln. 

The two armies were entrenched within easy musket range, and 
snipers were at work. Unconscious of the occasional whine of 
bullets, the President stood erect to peer at the enemy, thus ex- 
posing his stovepipe hat and his head above the parapet. 

Young Holmes saw him but strangely failed to recognize him. 
With a soldier’s scorn of civilian ignorance, he bawled in angry 
rebuke, “Get down, vou damn fool!” thus doing a chore for Des- 
tiny and perhaps saving the President to finish his work. 

At another time and place, General Lee exposed himself even 
more dangerously. 

The Confederates, hard pressed by a superior force, were stube 
bornly giving ground. Reinforcements were coming up, but were 
late. General Lee dismounted and walked toward the front where 
higher ground would give a better view. He had gone but a few 
rods when he heard a familiar yell behind him and turned to see 
a long line of strangely garbed men coming forward at the double. 

“Where are you boys from?” he asked the nearest man. 

“Texas, Suh,” answered the soldier, and kept going. 

The general had been anxious, and relief made him reckless, 
For the first and last time he lost his head on the battlefield. 
Waving his hat and crying “Hurrah for Texas!” he ran forward 
with the troops. 

A mounted junior officer overtook him quickly and wheeled 
his horse in front of him. In the voice of a drill sergeant-ad- 
dressing a recruit, he roared: “Get back where you belong, sir. You 
have no right up here!” 

Doubtless some millions of patriots would have enjoyed yelling 
words at President Roosevelt when he appeared in Africa. 
was daring and spectacular, but it wasn't wise. 

He doubtless enjoys lead- 
ing his tanks into battle, and he might feel ashamed to evade any 
danger that his boys must face. But he is not a free agent. He 
belongs to the nation he serves. His life is not his to risk. It takes

MY DAY: For Jewish Dead 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—I attended a party for the Thrift 
Shop here, an old charity in the District of Columbia, which sup- 
ports some of the work done for underprivileged children. I was 

very much impressed by a short speech made 
by Captain Thomas L. Gatch, U. S. N., whose 
ship has a most distinguished record. 

He is recovering from wounds received in 
action and paid a tribute to the bluejackets and 
youth fighting the war. It must make all of 
us proud to be American citizens and have our 
country defended by men such as he pictured. 

Afterwards I went to see an exhibition of 
paintings by Jere Wickwire. The portraits are 
really excellent. There was a charming one 
of a little girl of three, and one of his mother

Mr. Wickwire has done a crucifixion and, instead of the con- 
ventional head of Christ, he has used the head of a young athlete. 
I thought at once that what he was trying to do was to show the 
crucifixion of this generation of youth all over the world. 

Christ’s crucifixion has come to be the symbol of the ultimate 
gift which love for one’s fellow may exact from an individual, for 
Christ gave up His divinity in order that He might suffer and 
redeem the human race. Through the ages that has been the sym- 
bo] of the greatest love of mankind. 

In his paintings, Mr. Wickwire shows that the youth of today 
is again paying the ultimate price for the good of mankind. They 
are giving up their lives so that the rest of the world may have 
a chance again to redeem itself and build a better world. 

In the evening we attended a mass memorial in Constitution 
Hall dedicated to the 2,000,000 Jewish dead of Europe. It was 
called “We(\Shall Never Die.” Flags of ali the nations occupied 
by Germany\came on the stage. . 

The music,\singing, narration and actors all served to make it 
one of the most Isppressive and moving pageants I have ever seen. 
No one who heard each group come forward and give the story 
of what had happened to it at the hands of a ruthless German 
military will ever forget those haunting words, “Remember us.” 

All the way through, I thought how important it is in this 
country that we do not for a moment allow intolerance and cruelty 
to creep into our dealings with any of our own people, or with 
any people who have taken refuge among us. Even with our 
enemies, I hope we shal] always remember that cruelty is a double- 
edced sword, destroying not omy the victim, but the person who 
indulges in it.

the soldiers. I think everyone 
should do what they can to cheer 
up the sick, for they need a boost, 
and the sick soldiers certainly de- 
serve it, but remember that a sol- 
dier is a man, and if you would 
stop to think, would you begin 
writing to a strange man in a 
hospital just because he was sick? 
From the tone of your letter, I 
would say that the letterwriting to 
him had become rather personal, 
if it has gotten to the point where 
he tells you he loves you and 
wants to marry you.

Coach Bill Alexander has a 
Half May Fold ready answer for an oft-asked 
question: “What is the outlook for college football in 1943?” 
“I don’t expect more than half the colleges of the na- 
tion to have football teams next fall,” Coach Alex said 
vesterday. “It’s a fair guess to think that no more than six 
Southeastern Conference schools will field teams. A read- 
justment of schedules will be necessary. Some schools 
may play twice in a season. We will be willing to do that 
if necessary to play a schedule of, say, eight games.” 
There will not be a complete cessation of inter- 
sectional football. Tech has games scheduled with 
the Navy at Annapolis and Notre Dame at South 
Bend. There will be other games with college and 
preflight opponents. 


€oach Alex anticipates a player shortage as well as 
schedule difficulties. Of 78 players on the roster on last 
Thanksgiving, there are only 30 left. This number included 
37 men who have enlisted or been called. 

Tech’s going to have about 2,100 cadets in school after 
July. This will include 1,000 students studying in the Army 
program. They will not be available for football. But 
some of the Navy cadets will be allowed to play. 


After classification of the Navy cadets in the var- 
ious phases of the physical education program, the 
football drills will start up again, probably in early 
August. 

“As I see it, we'll probably have a team of runts. I 
told Bob Dodd they’d be crowd pleasers,” Coach Alex said. 

“Crowd pleasers,” Dodd snorted. “They'll get the heck 
beat out of ‘ém.” 

Coach Alex figures they'll do all right in college com- 
petition but that the service teams may have too much 
for them. 


Plenty of Material ©¢°'s!a Tech’s spring pro-

Coach Alex, who has been directing Tech athletic ac- 
tivities since 1920, after assisting John W. Heisman for 
ht years, is.no fair weather friend of his field.

We don’t expect to curtail any of 
our activities,” Coach Alex declared. 

Tech's veteran coach, an outstanding man in his field, 
Ss lived with athletics at Georgia Tech since 1911, and 
ppreciates its value to this country’s way of life. He has 
ced other difficulties in the past. None quite so formi- 
ble as at present. But he intends to carry on with a com- 
iete program. :

1942. 

A fortnight ago, Tom’s parents 
‘received a letter from him saying 
he was in the Caribbean area, out 
of the country for the first time. 
|It was dated April 4. Four days 
‘later he vanished. 

Harmon left the country in a 
plane which bore the legend, “Old 
98—Old Butch” after the number 
he carried to fame on the gridiron. 

“T’ll get that first Jap for Mich- 
igan.”’ he wrote a friend here re- 
icently. 

His scoring record—larger even | 
than that of Illinois’ Red Grange— | 
was 237 points in three years of 
collegiate competition. His 33 
touchdowns were two more than 
the total scored by the “Galloping 
Ghost.” 

A native of Gary, Ind., Harmon 
moved his parents to Ann Arbor 
and built a $17,000 home for them | 
with his earnings after graduation.

and described the Michigan games
